The books were among the Uni- 
versity of Chicago youth's posses- 
sions and burglary loot which po 
lice seized in his college dormi- 
tory. It was believed he “plant- 
ed” the razor blade in the book. 


APPEALS TO PARENTS 

Wednesday afternoon his par- 
ents, George, 43, and Margaret, 
40, heart-broken by his crimes, 
visited him in his cell. He ap- 
pealed to them to ask. Sheriff Mul- 
cahy for the four books and listed 
the books specifically. The parents 
passed along the request to Mul- 
cahy. 

One of the books the youth re- 
quested was “The Treasury of 
American Folklore.” The blade 
was in this book. Mulcahy and 
Warden Frank Sain were rou- 
tinely thumbing through the books 
when they found it.

The suit will be filed by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook and it will eventually ask the Geor- 
gia Supreme Court to rule on whether the State has the right to pledge revenues from the 


Western & Atlantic ‘Railroad for payment on bonds issued by the Ports Authority. 

Charles Gowen, of Brunswick, 
attorney for the Ports Authority, 
said construction could begin 
within six weeks after the Su- 
preme Court renders its decision 
—Iif the decision is favorable. 


Cook said’ he would ask for a 
declaratory judgment in order to 
decide whether two acts passed 
by the 1946 Legislature are con- 
stitutional.

Gowen said the present private- 
ly-owned docks at Savannah are 
not only inadequate to handle the 
commerce, but are in the main 
obsolete and incapable of modern- 
ization. At Brunswick, he added, 
the only docks of any consequence 
were condemned by the United 
States and converted into a ship-

U. 8. Order 
May Tie Up 
Road Bids 


Four million dollars worth of 
road building in Georgia may be 
tied up by the Federal Govern- 
ment’s anti-inflation moratorium, 
State Highway Engineer Moses 
Cox said. 

While President Truman's order 
for the Federal Government to 
halt public works spending until 
Oct. 1 seems to include Federal 
aid road projects, Col. Cox said 
there is a possibility that it does 
not. An official interpretation 
from Washington may show that 
widening of highways and improv- 
ing them for public safety is not 
banned in the President's order, 
Cox asserted. 

Endangered by the Federal or- 
der, however, are $2,000,000 worth 
of road contracts scheduled to be 
let by the State Highway Depart- 
ment Aug. 30 and another $2,000,- 
000 slated to be let Sept. 20. 

Major projects in the proposed 
letting for Aug. 30 include: 

Stewart County—Grading and paving of 
eight miles of the Georgeto -Lumpkin 
Road at an estimated cost o $260,000. 

Fayette County—Grading and paving 
of nine miles of road and construction of 
bridge on the Fayetteville-Sanoie Road 
at an estimated cost of $228.900. 

Colquitt County—Grading and paving 
of 1.3 miles of road and building of one 


bridge on Moultrie-Camilla Road at esti- 
mated cost of $145,100. 


Wilkinson County—Grading and pavin 
of 0.27 miles of road and sanatrantien 
of bridge on Irwinton-Milledgeville Road 
at estimated cost of $135,000. 

Gordon County—Grading and drainage 
work on two miles of road and con- 
struction of bridge on Calhoun-Fair- 
mount Road at estimated cost of $110.000. 

Dodge County—Grading and paving of 
25 miles of secondary road between 
Zastman and Rhine and construction of 
bridge at estimated cost of $101,800. 

Harris County—Grading and paving of 
11.3 miles of secondary road between 
West Point and Chipley at estimated 
cost of $136,000. 

Cost of these roads would be defrayed 
by the State and Federal Governments 
on a 50-50 basis. 

Projects to be let Sept. 20 have 
not been announced. 

Cox said he did not think the 
Federal order would apply. to road 
work already under contract. 

Should the Federal order tie up 
contract letting on the proposed 
$4,000,000 worth of work, this con- 
tract letting would be delayed un- 
til after the inauguration of the 
new Governor. State law forbids 
letting of road contracts within 90 
days of the close of an administra- 


tion.

Handsome, dark-eyed Bill Gantt, 
23-year-old ex-sailor, free under a 
$1,000 peace bond for allegedly 
pushing his wife in a lonely grave 
and giving her her choice of being 
“shot to death or stabbed to death,” 

esterday laugned lightly at the 
dea that he would “try to force 
Janie to do anything” and blamed 
everything on “mother-in-law trou- 
bles.” 

“They just trying to frame 
something on me,” Gantt declared 
at his parents’ home, 561 Simmons 
St. S. W., and then willingly led 
the way to the “grave” in a deso- 
late, wooded spot not far from his 
home, where his pretty blonde 
wife said he left her at noon Mon- 
cay. 

The grave, a pit about four feet 
Geep and six or eight feet long, 
was reached by traveling about 
500 yards on foot along a dim foot- 
math leading through a_ dense 
thicket and brambles higher than 
the heari. Gantt. who at first de- 
nied having a shovel, a matteck 
Or a rope, upon reaching the grave 
kicked a length of rope out of his 
way and said, “I don't know how 
that got here.” 

LOOKING FOR BAIT

@] and a mattock near by and said 
be had borrowed them and 
brought them out last Friday 
“when we were looking for fish 
bait.” Asked if he dug the grave 
where his wife said he intended 
her to meet her death, he said,

IN MORTAL TERROR 

Mrs. Gantt, however, reached at 
the Marietta Street office where 
she works, said she lived in mor- 
tal terror since learing that her 
husband had been released under 
bond. 

“I’m scared to death of him,” 
she declared. “He’s mean. He had 
a knife after me and he would 
have killed me, I know, if I’d been 
there when he got back. I’ve been 
scared of him for a long time.” 

Mrs. Gantt, @ petite blond with 
naturally curly hair and amber 
eyes, exhibited scratches on her 
arms which she said she received 
when forced by her husband down 
the path “to the grave. She said 
he told her that “if he couldn't 
have me nobody’s going to have 
me,” and kept telling her about 
the snakes and bugs in the woods. 

Mrs. Gantt said she felt certain 
her husband was convinced she 
would not attempt to escape be 
cause of her fear of snakes. Later 
as he led a reporter and a photog- 
rapher, Gantt explained that he 
knew where the place was be- 
cause “I used to catch little old 
snakes out here before I went in 
the Navy.” 

Mrs. Gantt lives with her mother 
and three-year-old son, Corky, at 
227 Hunnicutt St., N. W.

Meader said bluntly that there 
appeared to have been some “in- 
side” knowledge behind the file 
tampering. He added he re 
garded it as an indication of the 
lengths to which some people 
were willing to go to block the 
Garsson inquiry. 

DOCUMENTS GONE 

He added that a nuniber of “im- 
portant documents” were missing 
after the night invasion, althqugh 
the bulk of the records were be- 
lieved to have been returned after 
the culprits copied them. 

Among the still-missing docu- 
ments, he said, were anonymous 
letters received by the Committee, 
copies of Government messages re- 
lating to war contract renegotia- 
tion, and inter-office memoranda 
summaring the disclosures of the 
Garsson. inquiry. 

First word that the Committee 
files had been tampered with 
came this morning when Meader 
announced that FBI agents had 
been asked to look into the matter. 
He said at that time that the inci- 
dent occurred about a year ago. 
But later amended that statement 
to set the date at “about six 
months ago.” 

BORROWS EXPERTS 

Meader said he also conferred 
with Comptroller General Lindsay 
C. Warren and obtained the loan 
of two of the General Accounting 
Office’s ablest auditors to help the 
Committee in its continuing in- 
vestigation of a profiteering on 
Government war contracts. 

Industrialist Henry J. Kaiser, 
meantime, said Wednesday he 
was eager—“‘more than eager’— 
to have Congress investigate his 
wartime enterprises but warned 
that the results will make “scan- 
dalmongers think an atomic bomb 
has exploded. 

Kaiser, whose Liberty and Vic- 
tory ships and attack transports 
carried millions of tons of war 
supplies and thousands of troops 
overseas, said he was ready to tell 
the “real story” of his shipbuild- 
ing operations. 

He told a press conference, call- 
ed six days after an Eastern Con- 
gressman attacked Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation loans to his 
enterprises, that he particularly 
welcomed the opportunity to tell 
about the operations of his Fon- 
tana, Cal., steel mills. 

Rep. Richard B. Wigglesworth, 
Republican, Massachusetts, de- 
manded Kaiser explain to Con- 
gress the $114,000,000 RFC loans 
to the Kaiser Industries, some of 
which Wigglesworth charged were 
made without interest provisions. 

The attacks on his war record, 
Kaiser said, particularly concern- 
ing Fontana, were the efforts of 
“scandalmongers who, with their 
misleading statements containing 
half-truths, avoiding facts concern- 
ing my wartime activities, are at- 
tempting to deceive the American 
people.” 

His sensational disclosure came 
as the Senate Committee prepared 
to wind up its end of the Garsson 
inquiry, leaving it up to the Jus- 
tice Department to determine 
whether there is sufficient evi- 
dence of criminal activities to 
warrant Grand Jury action against 
the combine. 

Still unsettled was the question 
of whether Rep. Andrew J. May, 
Democrat, Kentucky, would come 
before the committee Friday to 
answer charges that he was the 
“guardian angel” of the Garsson 
companies. 

May is confined to his Preston- 
burg, Ky., home with a heart ail- 
ment which sent him to bed July 
24, on the eve of his scheduled 
appearance before the committee. 
TAX PROBE FOR MAY? 

It was also uncertain whether 
the FBI men and tax experts were 
probing into May’s affairs, al- 
though it was recalled that they 
had been ordered to make a “‘com- 
plete” investigation of the Garsson 
firms and their connections. 

Two of the companies were 
washed out of the combine unex- 
pectedly Wednesday in the midst 
of bankruptcy proceedings 
brought against them in Chicago 
by a group of six creditors. The 
firms, Batavia Metal Products 
Company, and Challenge Com- 
pany, were sold to two business- 
men named James Stein and Her- 
mann Starr. 

Meader accused no one specifi- 
cally of the theft of the committee 
files, but he expressed the belief 
that they were tampered with by 
someone interested in the Garsson 
case. 

The entire file, he said, was re- 
moved late at night from Room 
160 in the Senate Office Building 
and was kept by the unknown 
thieves for three hours. During 
that time, he added, the files ap- 
parently were copied. 

Some of Meader’s papers also 
were taken and not returned. 

FBI agents gave no information 
on the progress of their investiga- 
tion into the Garsson combine, but 
it was revealed that the little- 
noticed Interstate Machinery Com- 
pany, Inc., of Chicago, is one of 
the main targets of their inquiry. 

Interstate, a subsidiary of the 
Garsson Syndicate, is being probed 
for “possible fraud misrepresenta- 
tion” in the handling of some of 
its war business. 

In a letter placed in the Senate 
Committee records, Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Theron Caudle said the Jus- 
tice Department is interested par- 
ticularly in a claim for $100,000 
worth of “capital improvement” 
expenses which Interstate tried 
unsuccessfully to collect from the 
War Department.

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Vets Claims 


Of Both Wars 
Same July 31 


Adjudication of compensation 
claims from veterans of World 
Wars I and II was virtually cur- 
rent at the end of July in the five 
Southeastern States which make 
up Branch 5 of the Veterans’ Ad- 


ministration. 
A total of 168,665 veterans of 


both World Wars were drawing 
compensation on July 31, John M. 
Slaton, Jr., Deputy Administrator, 
reported yesterday. At the end 
of the month, an additional 10,105 
claims were pending, primarily 
awaiting records from the armed 
forces or results of medical ex- 
aminations. 

A survey of the five-State area 
also disclosed that 292,893 World 
War II veterans have been certi- 
fied for educational benefits or 
on-the-job training under the Serv- 
icemne’s Readjustment Act. Only 
112,819 were actually in educa- 
tion or training status, Slaton said. 
A total of 8,892, disabled veterans 
were receiving vocational rehabili- 
tation under Public Law 16, the 
report showed. 

A total of 3,863 veterans were 
awaiting hospitalization at the end 
of the month, but only five of the 
total were veterans with service- 
connected disabilities.

Tf He's Right, I'm Wrong 


President Harry S. Truman was sus- 
tained yesterday by the voters of the Fifth 
Congressional District in Missouri, who 
nominated Enos A. Axtell, 37-year-old for- 
mer Navy lieutenant, defeating the incum- 
bent, Roger G. Slaughter, veteran member 
of the House. 


Of Slaughter, President Truman had 
said: “If he’s right, I’m wrong.” 


The result was something of a sur- 
prise. Most of the experts had believed 
Slaughter would be returned and the 
President rebuked in his “purge” attempt. 
The victory, however, will be an empty 
one if it splits the Democrats and allows 


a Republican to win in November. That 
will be the next, and most important, test 
of the President’s intervention. 

In five other States incumbents of 
House and Senate were again renomi- 
nated. Apparently the trend against the 
“ins” did not apply in Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Kansas, New Hampshire and Ar- 
kansas. 

It was an important test for Mr. Tru- 
man. Having unwisely entered the lists in 
behalf of Sen. Wheeler, of Montana, who 
was defeated, he would have suffered 
really severe loss of prestige and created 
something of a party crisis had he lost 
in his home State.

Britain's Great Experiment 


LONDON—A second sight of London after Paris produces even 
more forcibly the impression of violent contrast. In this dubious 
Summer of the first postwar year, Paris is like an exquisitely beau- 
tiful fruit perfect in all its contours, perfect in its rose and gold but 
with a worm within. London is like a fruit gnarled and weather- 
damaged but sound and of good flavor. 


Some time passed here before the Peace Conference left a 
conflict of impressions which return as pictures. There was the 
queue of women of all ages who had lined up early at the door 
of a little grocery in a badly blitzed side street to get a few 
tomatoes off the ration. Their clothes were dowdy; their faces a 
little strained, but the weather for once was good and they gos- 
siped cheerfully. They seemed somehow to sum up the willingness 
of the British people to endure a good deal in order to do the job 
they conceive to be ahead. 


In contrast there was the lobby of Clarrides which is the one 
place where London’s prewar atmosphere of luxury and ease has 
somehow been preserved. The men and women coming and going 
or pausing for a drink together still looked what they had been 
before the war—members of an immensely privileged class. Yet. 
a'though one hears no bitter outcries against “that man at No. 19 
Downing St.,” the time of privilege has passed ‘in a way which 
prosperous Americans cannot even conceive. And somehow on 
entering Claridges one felt that this was like a low island in a 
flood where all sorts of non-aquatic beasts crowd together until 
the water rises a foot Nnigher. 


o ant ; Then, too, there was the scene in Parliament when 
Similarity a very dull speaker droned out to almost empty 
benches the explanation of a revolutionized colonial policy much 
in the manner of an earnest but unpopular clergyman reading a 
rather long second lesson. Here were great changes announced in 
a manner in the last degree unexciting. And for contrast there was 
the evening with a group of the young planners who cluster around 
the Lord President Herbert Morrison and congpose the inner brains 
trust of the Labor Government. They talked with fire and deep 
excitement of national plans, national experiments and a great 
national effort to remake a nation now poor in capital, not rich 
in raw materials, but strong in determination and in political skill. 


It was they more than any others who struck the characteristic 
note of the new London. To an American who knew the Washing- 
ton of Franklin Roosevelt there was something reminiscent In the 
air. Suddenly one realized that it was like the most stirring days 
of the New Deal before the division in the country grew too deep 
when the bustle of immense new development seemed likely to go 
on forever. , 

There were sharp differences, also. The absence of any single 
leader with Roosevelt’s power to charm and to excite, and the 
presence in tired faces and battered streets of innumerable re 
minders of a long, hard impoverishing war, made the atmosphere 
vastly less electric. But to compensate one did not have that 
suspicion that was unavoidable in New Deal Washington—the sus- 
picion that each morning the President or Tom Corcoran or some- 
one else rose from his bed with the glad question: “What will it 
be fun to do today?” 


Sacrifices 


On the contrary, the British experiment in demo- 
cratic socialism is proceeding according to a com- 
plex but soberly considered plan in which all the major steps 
were announced to the people before the last election. It is a plan 
to do what no State in the past has ever “attempted.” The British 
people have been asked to sacrifice the present to the future—to 
accept extreme discomfort and austerity now in order to restore 
their country’s place as a great power and to acquire for them- 
selves the better individual life which the Labor Party promises. 
The sacrifices must be made essentially because Britain is short of 
working capital. Money must be accumulated by exports to finance 
the new Socialist economy. If the experiment works, a brand-new 
kind of economy will emerge. No sacrifices which the British 
people could conceivably make would ever accumulate for them 
again enough working capital to finance a free economy on the 
American pattern. Therefore, they must sacrifice freedom in the 
economic field while reserving it in every other. This does not by 
any means require State interference with every business process. 
On the contrary, most businessmen and farmers will carry on almost 
as before. The State will not attempt to control anything but the 
basic levers which in turn control the national economic life— 
credit investment policy and the great basic and monopolistic in- 
dustries. By manipulation of these levers the whole machine will 
be made to operate efficiently but on a much closer margin than 
ours. The economy will be guided and directed toward a greater 
productivity while far-reaching measures of social welfare raise the 
level of life and assure minimum well-being to all. 


That is the fundamental concept of the new British socialism. 
As a fundamental concept it is accepted by the British Tories, who 
understand equally well the hard realities of the national situation 
and differ from the Labor Party largely in desiring not to go so far 
or so fast. No one can tell at this moment whether such an ex- 
periment will work. The sacrifices demanded may prove too much 
for the people. The very complexity and largeness of the plan may 
cause its breakdown. But one thing must be said. No one who 
has spent even a few weeks in postwar Europe and observed the 
effects of the war's holocaust of destruction of men! and wealth 
can suppose that any other kind of experiment can possibly work. 
The nations of Europe are too poor to afford the ease and freedom 
which we in the United States can still enjoy. And thus their 
choice is between bankrupt and hopeless reaction or something akin 
to what the British are attempting or real totalitarianism. That 
is what gives the British experiment its deepest interest.

To Pen the Ponies

Ba in * Sharpe, who thumps the drums for North Caro- 
lina aS a press agent, says that the penning of the ponies along 
the sand banks every August is one of the strangest sights an out- 
lander ever gets to witness. 


There are hundreds of these knotty, dwarfed and hammer- 
headed little horses which roam the outer banks and évery year 
about this time the folks from the mainland come over and chase 
them into a big corral and brand them and then turn them loose. 
Sometimes they take one home—a colt—for if you treat them well 


ride, and for pulling little carts. But the old stallions and the 
mares which have roamed the banks for years cannot be tamed. 
Like the wild horses of the West, freedom is in their hearts and 
they cannot be broken after they are grown. ¢ 


According to legend, the famous wild ponies of 
Dwarf Horses the banks are not ponies at all, but true horses, 
which have been dwarfed over the years until they are only the size 
af a Shetland pony. Like the ancestors of the people of the banks, 
their own ancestors came from the sea. An old tale, older by far 
than the written history of the banks, say that they are the de- 
yep oes of fine Spanish horses which floated ashore from wrecked 

ips. 


They are strange little animals, tough and extremely hardy, and 
amazingly chunky of build, considering that the semi-barren sand 
banks furnish them only scanty grazing on wind-blown grass and 
scrub. Their method of getting water i¢ somewhat remarkable. 
There are no fresh water streams. along the sand banks and no 
springs. So the pony herds gather around in a circle, about the 
middle of the bank, and there they paw in unison until they have 
raked out a hole into which fresh water seeps. Then they lie flat 
on the ground and drink. 


The ponies travel in herds of five to 20, led by a wise and 
venerable little stallion, and they say it is something to watch when 
this little fellow comes winging down the banks at the head of his 
remuda, trying to find a place where he can break through the 
encircling ring of beaters that are driving the herds along the dunes 
to the corral. Sometimes they do break through, and the whole 
herd goes splashing into the sound (they never head for the sea), 
and then they have to round them up in motorboats, and turn them 
back toward land. 


: One stallion is the leader, and his herd 
King of the Dunes will never desert him, nor he them. 
When the beaters, who don’t beat, of course, but just creep along 
the dunes waving their arms and yelling, are closing in and the 
little stallion stands there at the top of a great dune, mane blowing, 
eyes white, whistling his danger signal, while the mares and their 
foals huddie in fear behind him, it makes a great picture. Some- 
times it is a moment of danger, too, for if he decides to run for the 
water they all come thundering at his heels and a man may be 
trampled by a dozen of them, weighing 450 to°700 pounds. And 
when they are all huddled in the corral, and the branding of the 
colts has begun, the stallions which have been released because 
they have long since been branded, don’t run. Ignoring the people 
around them, they circle the corral calling imperiously to their 
mares to join them. 


: The branding is more a tradition than anythin 
Heirlooms else, for relatively few of the ponies are aid. ot 
the brand owners, many of them members of old banker families 
who have moved away, look upon them as family heirlooms. In 
fact, it is pretty hard to sell one and make it stick, for there are 
stories of ponies caught on Ocracoke, and taken to the mainland, 
which waded, swam and walked more than a hundred miles of 
sound, and roaring ocean inlets, and trackless dunes, to get back 
to their birthplace.

RAW MEAT 


I occasionally enjoy a raw chop: | 


ped beef sandwich. My husband 
says I’ll contract trichinosis eating 
raw beef, (Mrs. C. M. L.) 

Answer-——No, trichinosis is car- 
ried in raw or underdone pork or 
ham, You may get tapeworm from 
raw or underdone beef. If the beef 
is not kept at least three weeks in 
cold storage (that is long enough 
to kill the tapeworm larva in the 
meat) it is not safe to eat raw or 
underdone’' (rare). Tapeworm, 
however, is comparatively insig- 
nificant, while trichinosis (from 
eating raw or underdone pork or 
ham) is painful and dangerous to 
life.

Closing of Nursery Schools Perils 
Welfare of 300 Atlanta Children 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


Little Tommy, stuffing his raisin 
cookie into his mouth; Billy, pilot- 
ing a three-wheeler with no hands; 
Rosanne, the one with the wistful 
smile, gazing wondrously into a 
treetop—it was hard to believe 
yesterday they were soon to be- 
come Atlanta’s problem young- 
sters., 

They did not know what their 
mothers ponder in bewilderment; 
that Atlanta will launch 300 or 
more of its girls and boys Monday 
as door-key children by the simple 
act of locking six nursery school 
doors in their faces. 

No one felt further from “char- 
ity” than Leslie and Mary and 
Jane, playing circus under an im- 
provised big ton, but their mothers 
called the Moreland School office 
hysterically yesterday to protest 
the closing of the Nursery School 
System, scheduled for next week. 

“I am no beggar,” wept one, a 
beauty operator. “I can pay for my 
child’s care. But if she has no 
place to go, I will become a beg- 
gar. I will have to quit my job 
and come home. We will become 
a welfare case.” 

The closing of the 
schools, which have run _ since 
March on a shoestring, and that 
loaned from such agencies as the 
Altrusa Club, the Community 
Fund and the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, will save the commu- 
nity $2,000 a month, 


PENNY WISE 

“And never.” remarked Miss 
Mary Standard, Director of the 
system and Principal of Moreland 
School, “has a city been so penny 
wise and so pound foolish.” 

Miss Standard, who battled 
for materials, equipment, for Fed- 
eral money to open nurseries at 
the, height of the war, and then 
struggled for an appropriation to 
train teachers, straightened from 
tagging a tiny table headed for 
“inventory” to explain that of 
course the closing of the nursery 
schools is no one’s fault. 

And yet— 

“Within five years the city will 
know the cost of this economy,” 
she said slowly, in a beaten, tired 
voice, “Within five years 150 of 
these youngsters will be health 
problems, victims of tuberculosis, 
heart disease, malnutrition. With 
in a year 15 or 20 of them will be 
delinquents. Why, Monday morn- 
ing 25 boys and girls between the 
ages of 9 and 12 in this neighbor- 
hood will be left to roam the 


nursery - 


streets. Within a day, a week, a 
month ... who knows how long, 
some of them will lie in Grady 
Hospital crippled for months or 
for life because they played in the 
streets.” 

No defeatist, Miss Standard 
looks indignantly at the boys, the’ 
dishes, the hundreds of little white 
beds which were garnered as if 
they were gold at the crises of 
“priorities,” remembers the 100 
trained nursery school teachers, 
turned out at Oglethorpe Univer- | 
trained at her schools, 
and considers them -~ criminally 
wasted if they are allowed to dlis- 
integrate. 

COMMUNITY HELP? 

“Why doesn't the Community 
Fund set up an agency for these 
children?” she demanded. 

“Surely thetr need is as urgent 
as the boys’ groups and the girls’ | 
societies which the Fund promotes. 
I don’t mean that they should be) 


sent to the Cornelia Moore Day | 


Nursery or such institutions. . . ! 
they should simply be given help 
and kept from becoming complete | 
public problems.” 

However, Kenneth M. Wilson, |

munity Fund, explained that all 
moneys in the Fund have already 
allocated and it would be 
for the Fund to sub 
nurseries at this time. 

Federal aid, she said, is being 
considered eventually.

“T believe that all pre-school 
children from three to six should 
have provision,” she said.

care for them to give their moth-| 
ers freedom. They develop them 
in every way. Even in an ideal 
society, teachers have learned that 
a short day of pre-school training 
is helpful for children.

For Atlanta’s nursery’ school 
children, Miss Standard is con-.

Fifteen percent of 
their fathers have divorced their 
wives since they returned from
